“The insurance companies have
reason to find fault with the insurance
business, In the nature of things there
must from time to time ocour great ea-
lamities whose resulting loss may wipe
oue the profits of two or three years, hut
even then there is no reason for com-
plaint for in ordinary years the profits
of insurance are very large. The aver-
age rate of dividends of American com-
panies for the last ten years has been
The Boston Transeript re-
cently printed list of twelve
panies whose average dividend rate has
been 17 per cent, one company having
paid an average dividend of 40 per cent
for the last ten vears.
